Amendment  #4:   To  amend  Article  XI,  Residential  and 
Agricultural  District,  by  deleting  Paragraph  4  and 
replacing  it  with  the  following  language: 

4.  There  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  fifty 

(50)  feet  between  any  structure  and  the  nearest 
boundary  of  any  public  right-of-way.   No 
structure  shall  be  placed  closer  than  (40)  feet 
to  the  side  and  rear  boundaries  of  the  lot. 

Voted  by  ballot,  Yes:119,  No:53,  declared  passed. 


Amendment  #5:   To  amend  Article  XIV,  Lakeside  Residence 
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District.  Section  A,  Paragraph  2,  by  deleting  the  second 
sentence  and  replacing  it  with  the  following: 


2.   ...  No  structure  shall  be  located  closer  than 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  to  the  nearest  boundary 
of  any  public  right-of-way,  or  to  the  side 
boundaries  of  the  lot. 

Voted  by  ballot,  Yes:119,  No:52,  declared  passed. 


Amendment  #6:   To  amend  Article  XV,  Village  Residential 
District(s),  Section  B,  by  deleting  Paragraph  2  and 
replacing  it  with  the  following: 

2.   No  structure  shall  be  located  closer  than 

twenty-five  (25)  feet  to  the  nearest  boundary 
of  any  public  right-of-way,  or  closer  than 
fifteen  (15)  feet  to  the  side  and  rear 
boundaries  of  the  lot. 

Voted  by  ballot,  Yes:120,  No:27,  declared  passed. 


Amendment  #7:   To  amend  Article  XI,  Residential  and 
Agricultural  District  by  adding  the  following  provision: 

12.   One  backlot  for  single  family  dwellings  shall 
be  permitted  in  this  District,  provided  the 
following  conditions  are  met: 

a.  the  minimum  area  of  the  backlot  is  five 
(5)  acres; 

b.  the  front  lot  shall  have  a  minimum 
continuous  frontage  on  a  Class  V  road  or 
better  of  at  least  300  feet,  but  no 
greater  than  499  feet; 

c.  the  backlot  shall  have  a  permanent 
access  of  fifty  (50)  feet  in  width, 
designated  and  recorded  in  all  deeds, 
which  area  is  not  to  be  included  in  the 
calculation  of  lot  size; 

d.  the  backlot  shall  be  of  such  a  shape  as 
to  allow  a  minimum  250-foot  square 
building  envelope,  which  shall  be  set 
back  at  least  fifty  (50)  feet  from  all 
property  lines; 

e.  there  shall  be  a  minimum  of  300  feet 
from  the  nearest  boundary  of  the  Class  V 
or  better  road  to  the  nearest  edge  of 
the  building  envelope; 

f.  no  more  than  one  access  to  the  front  lot 
or  the  backlot  shall  be  permitted; 

g.  the  backlot  shall  meet  all  of  the 
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requirements  of  the  Harrisville 
Subdivision  Regulations. 

Voted  by  ballot,  Yes:95,  No:53,  declared  passed 


Amendment  #8:   To  amend  Article  XI,  Residential  and 
Agricultural  District,  by  adding  the  following 
provision: 

13.   Accessory  apartments  shall  be  permitted  by 

Special  Exception  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
only  in  this  district  provided  the  following 
conditions  are  met: 

a.  only  single  family  dwellings  may 
accommodate  an  accessory  apartment; 

b.  only  one  accessory  apartment  per  single 
family  dwelling  is  permitted; 

c.  the  primary  residence  is  occupied  by  the 
owner,  except  for  bona  fide  temporary 
absences ; 

d.  the  accessory  apartment  shall  have  a 
minimum  floor  area  of  500  square  feet 
and  the  primary  residence  shall  have  a 
minimum  floor  area  of  800  square  feet; 

e.  the  owner  of  the  residence  shall  provide 
the  appropriate  documentation  to 
demonstrate  that  the  existing  septic 
system  is  capable  of  handling  increased 
usage;  if  not,  a  state-approved  septic 
system  will  be  installed; 

f.  adequate  provision  shall  be  made  for 
off-street  parking; 

g.  all  setback   and  other  requirements  for 
this  district  shall  be  observed;  and 

h.    the  accessory  use  shall  be  terminated  if 
any  of  the  above  conditions  are 
violated. 

Voted  by  ballot,  Yes:130,  No:41,  declared  passed 


Amendment  #9:   To  amend  Article  XIX,  Cluster 
Development,  by  deleting  it  in  its  entirety  and 
replacing  it  with  the  following: 

Section  I.   Purpose 

The  provisions  cf  the  Article  are  designed  to  enable 
a  developer  of  land  for  residential  purposes  to  make 
such  use  pursuant  to  a  plan  which  is  in  keeping  with 
the  overall  density  and  open  space  objectives  of  the 
Regulations,  but  which  depart  from  the  strict 
application  of  certain  of  the  required 
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characteristics  applicable  in  the  zone  in  which 
Cluster  Development  is  permitted  in  order  to: 

A.  Permit  a  creative  approach  to  the 
development  of  residential  land. 

B.  Enhance  the  appearance  of  the  area  in 
which  they  are  located  through  the 
preservation  of  natural  features  and 
open  space. 

C.  Accomplish  a  more  desirable  environment 
than  would  be  possible  under  the  strict 
application  of  the  existing  residential 
regulations . 


Section  II.  General  Requirements 

A.  Cluster  residential  development  is 
permitted  by  Special  Exception  of  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  only  in  the 
Residential  and  Agricultural  District. 

B.  Cluster  residential  development  shall 
consist  only  of  single  family  and 
two-family  housing,  accessory  structures 
and  incidental  recreational  uses. 

C.  The  minimum  tract  area  for  a  cluster 
development  is  ten  (10)  contiguous 
acres. 

D.  The  maximum  number  of  dwelling  units 
permitted  in  a  cluster  development  shall 
not  exceed  the  number  of  dwelling  units 
which  would  have  been  permitted  by  the 
density  standards  of  the  District. 

E.  Toward  the  goal  of  preserving  open  space 
and  encouraging  flexible  site  designs, 
individual  building  lots  may  be  reduced 
to  one  (1)  acre,  as  determined  by  the 
Planning  Board. 

F.  The  development  shall  have  a  minimum  of 
300  feet  of  frontage  on  a  Class  V  or 
better  road.   Individual  building  lots 
shall  have  a  minimum  of  100  feet  of 
frontage  on  the  interior  road. 

G.  A  buffer  area  of  no  less  than  fifty  (50) 
feet  shall  be  maintained  around  the 
perimeter  of  the  entire  tract.   Natural 
vegetation  shall  be  retained  where 
possible,  or  vegetation  shall  be  planted 
as  deemed  necessary  by  the  Planning 
Board. 

H.    Front,  side  and  rear  setbacks  for 

internal  structures  shall  be  no  less 
than  30  feet. 

Section  III.   Open  Space 
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A.  All  land  in  cluster  developments  in 
excess  of  building  lots,  roadways, 
buffer  areas  or  rights-of-way  shall  be 
reserved  as  one  or  more  open  spaces  for 
recreation,  conservation  and  general 
enjoyment  by  the  residents  of  the 
development  and  shall  be  readily 
accessible  to  all  residents  of  the 
devel opment . 

B.  Such  open  space  shall  be  either  deeded  • 
to  the  town  as  a  conservation  covenant, 
conveyed  to  a  community  association  or 
deeded  to  lot  owners  with  sufficient 
covenants  on  the  individual  deeds  to 
assure  the  continuance  of  the  land  in 
open  space. 

C.  The  minimum  open  space  area  of  a  cluster 
development  shall  not  be  less  than  40% 
of  the  total  land  area  of  the  tract.   No 
more  than  50%  of  the  open  space  land 
shall  contain  wetland  soils  or  steep 
slopes,  or  road  right (s)-of -way ,  as 
defined  in  this  ordinance,  or  surface 
ledge.   The  Planning  Board  reserves  the 
right  to  determine  the  appropriateness 
of  the  layout  of  the  open  space. 

D.  No  less  than  20%  of  the  open  space  area 
shall  be  located  on  or  near  the  public 
road  frontage.   The  Planning  Board  may 
waive  strict  compliance  with  this 
requirement  in  circumstances  where  it 
cannot  be  met  for  practical  reasons. 

E.  Ownership  of  the  open  space  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Planning  Board.   The 
identified  owners  of  the  open  space 
shall  be  responsible  for  its  continuing 
upkeep  and  maintenance. 

Voted  by  ballot,  yes:127,  No:40,  declared  passed. 


Amendment  #10:   Amend  Appendix  A,  Definitions,  by  adding 

the  following  terms: 

Backlot :   A  lot  not  fronting  or  abutting  a  public 
right-of-way  where  access  is  provided  through  deeded 
ownership  of  the  accessway. 

Accessory  Apartment:   An  independent  living  unit 
subordinate  to  a  single  family  dwelling  and  under  the 
same  ownership  as  the  primary  residence.   The 
apartment  may  be  attached  to  the  primary  residence  or 
located  in  an  accessory  building  on  the  property. 
Kitchen  facilities  may  be  either  shared  or  separate. 
Building  Envelope:   The  horizontal  area  on  a  lot 
within  which  the  principal  building  shall  be  placed. 
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Gross  Floor  Area;   The  sum  of  the  total  horizontal 
areas  of  the  several  floors  of  all  buildings  on  a 
lot,  measured  from  the  interior  faces  of  exterior 
walls.   The  term  shall  include  basements,  elevator 
shafts,  stairwells,  attic  space,  interior  balconies 
and  mezzanines. 

Voted  by  ballot,  Yes:135,  No:28,  declared  passed. 


ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  money  on 
the  credit  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

$5  for  heavy  vehicles,  including  mobile  homes  and 
house  trailers,  heavy  trucks  and  truck-tractors  whose 
gross  weight  exceeds  18,000  pounds,  and  buses; 

$3  for  automobiles,  light  vehicles  including  trucks, 
and  commercial  motorized  vehicles  including  tractor 
trailers;  and 

$2  for  special  use  vehicles  including  all-terrain 
vehicles,  agricultural  and  farm  vehicle,  historic 
vehicles,  and  2-wheeled  vehicles  including  mopeds , 
motorcycles,  and  non-motorized  car  and  boat  trailer; 

And  further,  to  require  the  Town  Clerk,  after 
deducting  50  cents  from  each  fee  to  cover 
administrative  costs,  to  deposit  the  remainder  into 
town  reclamation  trust  fund,  which  is  hereby  created 
pursuant  to  RSA149-M: 3-a ,  to  be  held  by  the  Town 
Treasurer  in  a  separate  account,  and  to  be  spent 
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under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen  to  pay  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  used  motor  oil,  motor 
vehicle  batteries,  and  motor  vehicle  tires;  any 
excess  in  the  fund  may  be  used  for  the  recycling  and 
reclamation  of  other  types  of  solid  waste.

No 
building  permit  shall  be  issued  until  all  other  state 
or  local  approvals  required  have  been  obtained.

Laufman  that  the  reference  of  any  total  project  cost 
exceeding  $500.00  meant  the  market  value  of  the  project, 
even  though  an  owner  may  make  the  repairs  for  less  than 
the  market  value  of  the  total  project.

TOWN  CLERK'S  REPORT 

This  year  I  feel  like  I  am  eulogizing  1992.  I  think 
that  word  comes  to  mind  because  of  the  deaths  of  three 
contributing  and  prominent  citizens  of  Harrisville, 
Barbara  Haggblad,  Billy  St  Peter,  and  Lou  Carey.  Not 
that  any  of  the  other  people  who  died  last  year  were  any 
less  important,  but  these  three  deaths  made  for  a  sad 
year  in  our  community.  In  all,   12  births,  11  deaths  and 
4  marriages  were  registered  in  Harrisville. 

The  primary  and  general  elections  kept  me  busy  as 
this  was  my  first  big  election.  Harrisville  cast  161 
votes  for  George  Bush,  and  286  for  "  Bill"  Clinton. 
Arneson  did  well  in  Harrisville  with  301  votes  compared 
to  the  185  that  Merrill  received.  It  seems  that  Judd 
Gregg  was  even  less  popular  than  Bush  was  in  Harrisville 
getting  only  150  votes.  (Rauh  received  326)  William  A. 
"Bill"  Riley  was  the  most  popular  politician  in 
Harrisville  getting  448  votes.  The  most  puzzling  aspect 
of  the  whole  election  to  me  was  why  there  were  quotation 
marks  around  many  candidates  nicknames.  A  usage  text  I 
found  said  that  quotations  are  superfluous  when  a 
nickname  is  very  well  known.  Perhaps  "Bill",  "Al", 
"Dick"  and  "Bob"  are  really  codes  that  only  the  state 
legislature  can  decipher. 

The  rest  of  my  job  in  1992  was  not  as  mysterious.  We 
registered  1,084  automobiles,  "cars",   160  dogs  and  46 
boats.  This  was  43  more  autos  than  were  registered  in 
the  prior  year.  I  encourage  you  boat  owners  to  keep 
coming  in  as  we  keep  some  of  that  money  for  the  town. 
The  number  of  doge  registered  is  steadily  dropping  in 
spite  of  my  nagging  about  it  every  year  in  this  report. 
We  will  have  another  rabies  clinic  April  17,  1993  at  the 
Nelson  Town  Hall,  9-noon.  The  cost  of  a  rabies  shot  will 
be  $8.00.  Dr  Carlson  welcomes  both  dogs  and  cats.  Dogs 
must  have  current  rabies  inoculations  in  order  to  be 
registered  and  a  new  law  mandates  rabies  shots  for  cats 
as  wel 1 . 

Under  new  services  motorcycle,  trailer  and  passenger 
license  plates  are  now  available  in  the  office.  I  also 
do  transfers  of  plates  now  and  renewals.  In  order  to 
process  the  state  work  two  checks  are  needed  unless 
payment  is  being  made  in  cash.  One  check  is  to  NH  DVM, 
and  the  other  of  course  is  to  the  Town.  There  is  a 
charge  a  small  municipal  agent  fee  for  processing  the 
work  through  to  the  state  level. 

Also  my  hours  have  changed  to  4:00  to  8:00pm  on  both 
Mondays  and  Wednesdays.  It  is  hoped  that  the  added  hours 
will  eliminate  most  of  the  waiting  lines.  I  appreciate 
the  lighthearted  and  interesting  conversation  that  takes 
place  when  we  do  get  backlogged,  especially  when  my 
typing  resembles  Ed  Heald's.  And  as  in  past  years  my 
thanks  to  an  under-used  resource,  my  deputy,  Jean 
Girard.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  FOR  1992 


During  1992  your  Fire  Department  responded  to  a 
total  of  67  emergencies.  This  was,  incidentally,  the 
exact  same  number  as  the  previous  year!  What  would 
you  guess  the  odds  to  be  for  that  to  ever  happen 
again?  Please  take  a  minute  to  carefully  analyze  the 
full  comparative  emergency  run  statistics  at  the  end 
of  this  report.  It  should  help  to  give  you  a  pretty 
complete  picture  of  the  unbelievable  variety  of  emer- 
gency situations  our  people  are  called  upon  to  face. 
It  should  also  help  you  to  understand  why  on-going 
training  is  so  important  to  us. 

In  regard  to  training,  I  feel  it  is  important 
that  you  know  training  continues  to  be  a  high  depart- 
mental priority.  Last  year  our  people  amassed  over 
1,095  training  hours  in  fire  fighting,  rescue  and 
emergency  medical  courses.  During  the  first  quarter 
of  1993  we  will  have  more  than  a  dozen  enrolled  in  the 
N.H.  State  Firefighter  I  Certification  Course.  I'm 
also  happy  to  announce  that  Lt .  Peter  Temple  has  ac- 
cepted appointment  as  our  Training  Officer. 

Closely  related  to  our  on-going  need  for  special- 
ized training,  is  the  pressing  need  for  adequate  in- 
surance coverage  for  emergency  workers.  This  will  be 
the  project  of  our  Board  of  Officers  in  1993.  This 
word  of  caution,  however.  Insurance  and  training 
costs  are  both  becoming  very  expensive,  and  these 
items  will  need  to  be  realistically  addressed  in  the 
immediate  future. 

From  a  positive  point  of  view,  I  am  truly  grate- 
ful for  the  work  being  done  in  Fire  Prevention,  espe- 
cially at  Wells  School,  and  with  our  pre-school 
groups.  I  also  feel  very  good  about  the  present  con- 
dition of  our  equipment  and  personal  protective  cloth- 
ing. Certainly  noteworthy  of  special  mention  is  the 
volunteer  work  our  personnel  do  as  members  of  the  Fire 
Company.  Their  present  project  (in  progress)  of  up- 
grading the  landscaping  around  the  station,  should  add 
to  the  over-all  appeal  of  the  building. 

I  would  also  like  to  publicly  thank  Company  mem- 
bers for  their  latest  gift  to  the  town  -  a  15-1/2  foot 
ALUMINUM  RESCUE  BOAT,  which  went  into  service  during 
the  year.  The  cost  of  this  new  unit  was  $10,530. 
his  means  that  since  1974,  equipment  worth  over 
$123,000  has  been  donated  to  the  town  from  the  Company 
Equipment  Fund.  Many  thanks  also  to  EVERYONE  WHO  CON- 
TINUES TO  SUPPORT  THE  FIRE  COMPANY  EQUIPMENT  FUND. 
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Finally,  this  URGENT  MESSAGE  about  the  future  of 
fire/rescue  services  in  Harrisville.    Frankly,  I  am- 
personally  worried  about  some  of  the  trends  we  are  ex- 
periencing, and  what  this  could  mean  'down  the  road'. 
Three  specifics  may  help  to  paint  the  "picture' ! 

First,  fire  departments  no  longer  merely  fight 
fires.  Nationwide,  from  75-85%  of  runs  are  for  non- 
fires!  Hazardous  material  incidents  post  the  greatest 
challenge.  Rescue  calls  (anything  from  a  youngster 
with  hand  caught,  to  a  farmer  pinned  beneath  an  over- 
turned tractor),  are  becoming  more  prevalent,  and 
emergency  medical  services  top  50%  of  all  calls  for 
most  departments.  If  we  plug  in  our  1992  stats,  we 
find:  Fire  Calls  =  16%;  Medical  Calls  =  48%;  Non-Fire 
=  35%.   (Combined  non-fire  =  84%). 

SjecpndLy  is  the  increased  involvement  of  State 
and  Federal  government  in  establishing  new  rules  and 
regulations  which  mandate  how  these  situations  shall 
be  handled,  WHAT  KIND  of  equipment  will  be  used,  and 
WHAT  level  of  approved  training  our  personnel  must 
have  to  serve.  The  related  increased  record-keeping 
and  reporting  requirements  are  also  troublesome. 

Finaily.,  AND  MOST  IMPORTANTLY  FOR  HARRISVILLE 
TAXPAYERS,  is  the  refusal  of  townspeople  to  step  for- 
ward to  serve!  We  are  currently  at  the  lowest  member- 
ship level  in  our  recent  history.  The  active  duty 
roster  stands  at  24.  Two  of  these  are  on  limited 
duty,  and  two  have  announced  intentions  to  retire 
sometime  soon.  Twenty-four  members  on  a  35  person 
roster  -  ELEVEN  VACANCIES!  Do  you  understand  why  I  am 
worried  about  the  future  of  this  department 

We  need  help  now.  Contact  me  or  Asst.  Chief  Bud- 
dy Driscoll  for  more  details.

The  Summer  was  cold  and  lainy,  so  all  the  Beaches  were 
quiet.   From  October  on,  it  was  active  -  auto  accidents, 
assaults,  DWI  arrests,  and  many  night-hunting 
compl aints . 

When  I  sat  down  to  do  this  report,  I  had  just  read  a 
letter  from  the  Keene  District  Court,  stating  that  there 
will  be  one  more  respon.sibi  1  i  ty  of  the  local  Police 
Departments  -  to  provide  an  Officer  for  every  prisoner 
that  it  brings  to  court  and  we  will  have  to  bring  them 
back  to  the  County  Jail  after  court  because  Keene  Police 
Department  will  no  longer  hold  over  prisoners  at  their 
lockup  until  the  end  of  the  day  to  be  transported.   I 
wonder  where  it's  all  going  to  end.   We  have  to  patrol, 
arrest,  prosecute,  and  now  transport  and  guard  when  the 
Court  is  the  only  one  who  is  compensated  by  fine  money. 
We  receive  nothing.   The  taxpayer  pays  for  everything. 
If  all  of  these  things  keep  adding  up  and  nothing  is 
addressed  to  our  Legislators,  the  small  towns  will  not 
be  able  to  afford  a  Police  Department. 

In  closing,  I  v«Jould  like  to  thank  the  Selectmen's 
Office,  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Highway  Department 
for  their  assistance  throughout  the  year.

During  the  Spring  and  Summer,  more  than  the  average 
grading  had  to  be  done,  because  of  deteriorated  roads. 

With  the 
generous  cooperation  of  John  J.  Colony,  Jr.  the  railing 
in  front  of  the  Store  was  also  replaced.   Roadside 
mowing  was  done  on  all  roads. 

Tarring  was  done  on  the  Bonds  Corner  Road,  the  Old 
Harrisville  Road,  and  the  Brown  Road.   We  will  be 
sealing  the  Bonds  Corner  Road  and  the  Brown  Road  this 
Summer .

In  all  but 
one  instance  the  Board  denied  these  appeals,  finding  no 
basis  under  the  current  zoning  and  the  requirements  for 
a  variance  to  permit  these  uses. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  Board  talked 
informally  with  members  of  the  Planning  Board  about  the 
nature  of  these  appeals.    The  desire  was  expressed  to 
see  changes  in  the  Ordinances  that  would  allow  more 
flexibility  with  regard  to  decks  in  the  Lakeside  zone. 

The  Board  continues  to  meet  on  the  third  Wednesday  of 
each  month.   Meeting  locations  are  usually  at  the 
Public  Library.    Public  notice  is  given  of  each 
meeting  and  of  any  applications  which  might  be  heard.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  acts  in  an  advisory  capacity 
to  the  other  Town  boards,  and  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Wetlands  Board.   We  review  Dredge  and  Fill  applications 
for  recommendations  to  the  Wetlands  Board.   Dredge  and 
Fill  permits  are  required  for  any  construction 
activities  or  alterations  that  take  place  below  the  high 
water  mark  in  a  body  of  water.   These  include  the 
installation  of  dock  pilings,  replenishing  or  creating  a 
beach,  and  dredging  for  boat  access.   Recent  increases 
in  application  fees,  and  changes  in  law,  have  made 
reaching  the  goals  of  voluntary  and  even-handed 
compliance  with  wetland  regulations  difficult  ones  for 
the  Conservation  Commission  to  achieve. 

The  Commission  is  pleased  to  have  contributed  to  the 
recently  completed  Town  Master  Plan.   We  again  sponsored 
the  annual  road-side  cleanup  in  the  Spring,  a  successful 
Town  tradition!  We  also  sponsored  the  cleanup  of  the 
Town's  picnic  area  at  Seaver  Reservoir  in  the  Fall.   We 
hope  to  maintain  this  area  in  the  future  as  a  small  Town 
park.   The  Commission  helped  maintain  the  Monadnock- 
Sunapee  trail  in  Harrisville  this  year,  and  we  plan  on 
continuing  to  assist  in  the  maintenance  of  this 
important  recreation  trail. 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  every  month  at  7  PM  at  the  Library.   The 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  we  encourage 
interested  citizens  to  attend.

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Historic  District  Commission 


The  Harrisville  Town  Meeting  of  March  1 1,  1969,  voted  to  establish  the 
Harrisville  Historic  District  to  preserve  the  historic  appearance  of  the 
central  section  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville.      The  Historic  District  has 
approximately  80  buildings  within  its  boundaries,  with  changes  to  these 
buildings  requiring  prior  approval  from  the  Harrisville  Historic  District 
Commission. 

The  Historic  District  Commission  works  to  preserve  the  historic  look  and 
character  of  the  Historic  District  by  accepting  applications  from  property 
owners  wishing  to  make  changes  to  their  properties.      The  commission  is 
concerned  with  any  visible  changes  to  the  properties  in  the  District, 
including  buildings,  outbuildings,  fences,  and  landscaping. 

Harrisville  Selectmen  appoint  members  to  the  commission  for  three-year 
terms,  with  service  not  to  exceed  two  terms  in  a  row.      Meetings  are 
scheduled  monthly,  and  a  property  owner's  HDC  application  must  be  approved 
before  a  building  permit  is  issued  by  the  Selectmen.     Information  about  the 
HDC,  and  guidelines  for  applications  are  available  at  the  Town  Library. 
Application  forms  are  available  at  the  Town  Office. 

During  1992  HDC  acted  on  8  applications  concerning  changes  to  the 
appearance  of  garages,  clapboarding,  storm  windows,  skylights,  retaining 
walls,  and  chimney  removal. 

Regular  members  of  the  Historic  District  Commission  are  Del  Ogg,  Peter 
Temple,  Dan  McWethy,  Pat  Malloy,  Henry  Taves,  and  Chairman  Leslie  Voiers. 
Marilyn  St.  Peter  represents  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  calendar  year  1992,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
experienced  a  below  average  number  of  wildfires.   Our 
largest  fire  was  in  May  in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious 
origin  fire  burned  approximately  150  acres  with  a  total 
cost  of  approximately  $30,000.00.   The  N.H.  Division  of 
Forests  and  Lands  assisted  many  other  communities  in 
wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a 
total  of  136  acres.   Our  major  causes  of  fires  were 
fires  kindled  without  a  permit,  unknown  causes  and 
chi Idren . 

Please  help  your  Town  and  State  forest  fire  officials 
with  forest  fire  prevention.   New  Hampshire  State  Law 
(RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or 
corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire 
or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open, 
except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without 
first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest 
Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be 
done."   Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are 
misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000  and/or 
a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire 
suppression  costs. 

Local  fire  departments  are  responsible  for 
suppressing  fires.   The  small  average  fire  size  of  .47 
acre/fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by  the  public 
or  our  fire  tower  system  and  the  quick  response  of 
trained  local  fire  departments.   Please  help  your  Warden 
and  fire  department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire 
permit  before  kindling  an  open  fire. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and 
Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  total  of  $20,000.00  in 
50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  safety  items  and 
wildland  fire  suppression  equipment  in  1992.

In  1992  the  Mail -Harris  Ambulance  Squad  responded  to 
138  situations,  logging  in  3476.8  miles,  an  increase  of 
1050  miles.   Situations  consisted  of  101  medical 
emergencies  (3  cardiac  arrests),  19  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  6  emergency  transfer.  4  public  assists,  1 
parade,  1  training  drill,  3  Mutual  Aid  calls  (2  to 
Keene,  1  to  N.  Swanzey),  2  no  transports,  and  standby  at 
1  structure  fire. 

Our  membership  has  experienced  a  welcome  increase  to 
26  members  of  varied  levels  of  training  including  2 
EMT-I,  13  EMT-D,  9  AFA ,  and  2  non-med .  support  staff. 
In  keeping  with  our  commitment  to  provide  the  finest 
level  of  care  possible,  we  have  adopted  the  following 
program/equip.  National  Registered  EMT-Intermediate  -  an 
advanced  level  of  Emergency  life  support  including  T.  V. 
therapy  and  all  necessary  supplies.  Advanced  Patient 
Monitoring,  including  a  12  lead  cardiac  monitor,  a  pulse 
oximeter  and  vital  signs  monitor,  improved  communication 
-  3  Mobile  radios  (officers'  cars)  and  8  portable 
radios.   As  of  this  writing,  we  have  4  members  attending 
EMT  classes. 

As  we  enter  our  24th  year  of  service  to  the 
communities  of  Marlborough  and  Harrisville,  we  can  still 
proudly  say  we  have  never  used  a  single  tax  dollar,  nor 
charged  for  our  services.   We  rely  solely  on  your 
generous  donations. 

Again  we  expre.ss  a  sincere  Thank  You  for  your 
support.   We  would  like  to  thank  the  MArlborough  Fire 
Department,  the  Harrisville  Fire  and  Rescue,  and  the 
Police  Departments  from  each  town.

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MONADNOCK  FAMILY  SERVICES 
Town  of  Harrisville 


Monadnock  Family  Services  provides  a  full  range  of 
treatment  for  individuals  who  need  counseling  or  who 
are  experiencing  a  mental  disorder.   There  are  no 
restrictions  based  on  diagnosis  or  age,  and  we  continue 
to  offer  services  to  clients  with  little  or  no  income. 

The  Peterborough  District  Office  is  open  five  days 
and  three  nights  every  week.   The  Jaffrey  District 
Office  is  open  four  days  and  two  evenings  each  week. 
Based  in  our  Keene  office,  we  provide  24  hour  emergency 
services,  7  days  a  week,  365  days  a  year.   As  a  part  of 
the  coverage.  Mobile  Crisis  staff  also  provide  crises 
services  to  Monadnock  Community  Hospital  emergency  room 
and  to  patients  admitted  to  the  medical  units  upon 
physician  request.   This  year  our  Mobile  Emergency 
Services  served  611  individuals. 

Through  our  Keene  office,  we  offer  services  to 
clients  who  meet  Department  of  Mental  Health  guidelines, 
that  are  partially  supported  by  state  funds.   In 
addition  to  Mobile  Emergency  Services  these  include: 
Psychiatric  Assessment  and  Medication  Treatment,  Client 
Service  Management,  Residential  and  Vocational  Services, 
Continuous  Treatment  Team,  and  the  New  Beginnings 
Clubhouse . 

Last  year  the  Monadnock  Family  Services  served  over 
1906  individuals.   Of  those,  655  were  under  the  age  of 
19  and  156  were  over  the  age  of  59.   These  figures  are 
reflective  of  open  cases  and  does  not  contain  those 
individuals  who  may  have  been  seen  as  adjunct  members  of 
treatment  (i.e.,  family  members,  school  personnel,  legal 
or  other  sources  of  referral). 

This  past  year  for  the  Town  of  Harrisville  we 
provided  148  hours  of  direct  treatment  to  3  residents 
under  the  age  of  18  and  5  residents  19  and  older. 

MFS  Adult  Care  Center  was  open  over  900  hours  in 
1992,  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  approximately 
15  clients.   We  provided  over  13,500  hours  of  service  to 
elderly  residents  and  their  families.   Many  of  the 
clients  in  the  program  have  Alzheimer's  Disease  or 
related  illnesses  due  to  aging. 

The  dollar  amount  requested  Harrisville  to  help  us 
continue  offering  these  services  is  arrived  at  by 
multiplying  the  1990  Census  Bureau  population  figure  by 
$1.00.   This  per  capita  amount  includes  no  increase  from 
last  year  despite  significant  funding  cuts  by  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire.   The  amount  we  are  requesting  is  $966.

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ASHUELOT  VALLEY  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT  (53B) 
SOUTHWEST  SOLID  WASTE  MANAGEMENT  DISTRICT  (149M) 

Once  again,  I  can  report  that  no  dues  are  required 
for  either  the  53B  or  149M  Districts.  Also,  given  the 
decision  to  disband  the  53B  District,  the  town  will  be 
reimbursed  for  its  portion  of  the  funds  remaining  in  the 
53B  account  when  the  District  is  formally  disbanded. 

When  the  City  of  Keene  withdrew  from  the  53B  District 
in  1991,  it  precluded  any  possibility  of  providing  a 
solid  waste  facility  to  serve  the  entire  district  area. 
Keene,  and  the  towns  using  its  facilities,  generate 
about  50%   of  the  area's  waste.   Without  Keene's 
participation,  an   adequate  facility  would  be 
inefficient  and  expensive  to  build  and  operate. 
Therefore,  it  was  voted  to  transport  solid  waste  out  of 
the  area  -  a  responsibility  that  must  be  resolved  and 
borne  by  the  individual  towns. 

Pursuant  to  that  decision,  it  was  voted  to  disband 
the   53B  District  -  since  its  function  to  construct  a 
waste  facility  is  no  longer  needed.   A  sample  warrant 
article  is  being  sent  to  all  member  towns,  to  be  voted 
at  Town   Meeting.  To  disband  the  District,  a  YES  vote  by 
paper  ballot  by  2/3  of  voters  present  is  required  - 
followed  by  a  2/3  vote  of  district  representatives 
present  at  the  first  District  meeting  held  after  all 
town  meetings. 

The  149M  District,  which  handles  the  Planning 
function   relative  to  waste  disposal,  will  continue  as 
an  active  entity  -  available  in  an  advisory  capacity. 
However,  it  anticipates  eventual  disbanding. 

Given  the  uncertainty  regarding  dump  closures  by 
orders  at  the  State  level,  I  strongly  urge  that  the 
current  recycling  effort  be  maintained  and  expanded  - 
and  cite  our  improved  effort  over  the  past  year.   When 
our  Landfill  is  closed,  we  will  be  paying  "transport 
plus  tipping"  fees  of  about  $100  per  ton  for  unsorted 
solid  waste.   All  recyclable  material  -  taken  as  a  whole 
-  has  some  value;  and  "transport  less  allowance"  charges 
for  sorted  waste  material  could  be  much  less  than  the 
cost  noted  above. 

I  would  like  to  note  briefly  the  death  of  Lou  Carey 
in  August.   As  our  first  recycling  Chairman-  and  with 
the  effort  of  a  small  group  of  dedicated  volunteers  -  he 
initiated  our  present  recycling  effort.   He  also  served 
as  our  District  Representative  and  was  fully  dedicated 
to  the  concept  of  recycling  and  waste  disposal  -  which 
is  a  task  of  growing  concern  today.

More  than  one  hundred 
former  students  visited  the  school  and  shared  their 
memories.   Former  teacher,  Ann  Crowley  Luoma,  was  a 
guest  of  honor  and  she  treated  us  with  many  anecdotes  of 
life  in  the  school  before  it  closed  in  1949.   We  extend 
thanks  to  everyone  who  worked  to  make  this  event  so 
successful . 

We  are  in  the  process  of  setting  up  a  more  accessible 
archive  on  the  second  floor  of  the  Cheshire  Mills 
Boardinghouse  and  we  are  hopeful  that  it  will  be  easier 
to  help  people  research  their  families  and  properties. 
We  are  also  developing  a  more  elaborate  town  newsletter 
to  help  communications  between  organizations  and 
townspeopl e. 

Historic  Harrisville,  Inc.  is  a  non=profit  foundation 
and  we  welcome  anyone  to  join  us  in  our  work  or  at  our 
meetings  that  are  usually  held  on  the  last  Saturdays  of 
October  and  April.

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ADMBVISTRATIVE  REPORT 


Whenever  I  have  visited  the  Wells  Memorial  School  over  the  last  several 
years.  I  have  always  left  with  the  feeling  that  this  was  a  school  with  a  lot  of 
character,  a  school  that  has  established  a  very  positive  learning  environment,  a 
school  that  is  genuinely  concerned  for  the  growth  and  well-being  of  the  entire 
child,  and  a  school  that  is  committed  to  excellence.  My  visits  this  last  year  left 
me  with  the  same  impression.  There  are  a  number  of  factors  that  impact  my 
perception  of  the  school. 

One  of  the  things  I  have  observed  or  encountered  this  year  is  a  willing- 
ness (and  desire)  by  the  staff  to  provide  experiences  that  will  excite,  motivate, 
and  challenge  children.  Two  examples  Include  the  development  of  an  exemplary 
summer  Chapter  I  reading  program  and  an  integrated  unit  on  "Mills".  Both  of 
these  things  not  only  serve  to  teach  children  new  skills  and  expand  their  factual 
knowledge  of  certain  things,  but  they  also  provide  a  means  through  which 
students  develop  an  awareness  of  their  environment,  an  appreciation  of  their 
community,  and  an  enhanced  self-image. 

Another  trademark  of  the  school  that  I  observed  again  this  year  is  the 
staffs  dedication.  Not  only  does  the  staff  work  well  beyond  the  scope  of  a 
"normal"  work  day,  but  the  teachers  also  willingly  give  extra  days  to  develop 
curriculum  and  programs  that  will  be  meaningful  to  their  students.  For 
example,  over  Christmas  break  the  teachers  got  together  to  visit  a  site  in  Lowell, 
Massachusetts  to  gather  materials  for  their  Mill  Unit. 

As  many  of  you  may  remember,  the  staff  was  also  present  at  a  number  of 
evening  parent  meetings  to  discuss  the  merits  of  various  grouping  and  staffing 
patterns  at  the  school.  In  addition  to  their  willingness  to  participate  in  these 
meetings,  equally  impressive  to  me  is  the  teachers'  desire  to  receive  Input  from 
the  community  relative  to  its  views  on  existing  practices  and  policies.  The 
staffs  efforts  to  solicit  constructive  criticism  are  also  reflected  In  Its  decision  to 
follow  through  on  an  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  school.  This 
assessment  Is  scheduled  to  be  conducted  In  February,  1993.  I  look  forward  to  the 
completion  of  this  assessment  and  the  sharing  of  the  results  with  the 
community. 

Effective  schools  have  teachers  who  believe  in  what  they  are  doing, 
strong  community  support  and  Involvement,  open  lines  of  communication  with 
parents,  a  vision  of  what  It  is  that  needs  to  be  accomplished,  and  a  competent 
and  caring  stafl"  that  Is  able  to  respond  to  the  needs  of  children.  I  believe  all 
these  things  are  present  at  Wells  Memorial  School.  With  the  type  of  support  and 
concern  for  quality  education  that  has  been  evident  in  Harrisville,  I  believe 
these  things  will  continue. 

I  ask  that  you  make  a  commitment  to  work  constructively  to  maintain 
the  quality  that  you  have  come  to  expect  and  see  at  the  school.  Please  plan  to 
attend  the  school  district  meeting  on  March  9  at  6:00  p.m.

Lord,  Marieke  Martin,  Melissa  Moschan,  Trinity  Sheehan,  Jason  Smith, 
Roxanne  Smith.  Jacob  Trudelle,  Danielle  Vanaria.  and  Amaris  Weller. 

This  year  we  opened  school  with  74  students:  Kindergarten.  9;  Grade  1. 
15;  Grade  2.  8;  Grade  3.  6;  Grade  4,  14;  Grade  5.  14;  and  Grade  6.  8.  Our 
Kindergarten  teacher  continues  to  be  Jan  Yardley.  Karln  Pratt  and  Patty  Gould 
continue  to  teach  the  two  multi-age  units  (grades  one  through  three).
